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MURDERER RELD
FIGHTS GAMELY
- FORHIS LIFE

Shoots Two Pursuers and Then
Kills Himself Rather
Than Surrender.

HIS STRONGHOLD HIS PYRE

A Double Tragedy Enacted Yesterday
Afternoon at Noblestown,

The Eunted Man Polsoned the Husband
of the Womsn He Loved—Con-
demned to Death asnd the Day
Set for the Execution—Made His
Hscape From the Jail at Wash-
ington—A Price on His Head—Officers
on His Track-Surrounded in an Ioce
House—He Shoots Deputy Sheriff
EHugh Coyle, of McDonald and
Wounds Chief of Police Orr, of
Waahington—His Shelter Blown Up
With Nitro-Glycerine and Fired—
Reed Puts & Bullet Through His
Brain end His Body Is Cremated.

Martin Reed, the escaped murderer of
Alexander Chappell, yesterday came to the
end of his career in a frightful manner.
Before being driven to suicide and burned
by an angry mob in an jochouse at Nobles-
town, where he had taken refuge, he killed
Deputy Sherif Hugh Coyle, of Washing-
ton county, and wounded Chief of Poliee
Harry W. Orr, of Washingion.

Ever sinoce Beed's escape Deteotive W.
B. McBride, of Washington, has been
searching for him, scting under the diree-

tion of Chief of Police Orr and the Commis-
sioners of Washington county. Esrly in
July the suthorities became satisfied that
Heed was in hiding near North Star Post-
office, Allegheny county, nesr the ocorner
where Washington and Beaver counties
meet. From that place, just as officers
wero sbout to pounce down mpon him, he
glipped away. McBride followed every
possible clew, watching the movements of
Eeed’s relatives and frhadn.m&lly.
Discoversd Reed's Hiding Flaoce.

It seems that McBride, in some way, dis-
rovered that the murderer was hidden in
gn unused icebouse mear the slsughter-
house of Wacker, on the edge of Nobles-
town, snd there Reed was yesterday cor-
nered. MecBride went to Washington, se-
cored the gaid of Chief Orr and Constable
Williamson and yesterdsy morning drove
to Noblestown fo attempt to effect a quiet
eapture. They reached Noblestown about
noon, and without telling any persons of
their errand ther proceeded to the upper
end of the village where the old icehouse is
located.

The icehouse steod in s hollow, beside
& smanll run. Just scross the runm is the
slaughter house. The icehouse was ocon-
structed of boards, with double walls, and
was about 12 feet high to the edgeof the
roof snd six feet higher to the peak. There
was but one door, near one corner and
fecing the ran. Up in each gable end was
s =mall window which had formerly been
need for potting in jee. The interior was
ingloom. Just imside of the one dfor and
at the left of it was an ice box about eight
feet high, and it formed a emall vestibule
in the corner by the door.

Where Reed Luy in Ambash,

From this little vestibule a second door
led into the center of the building. There
was s small stove there, which could be
used for cooking, and was fed by a natural
gas pipe

When the three officers went to this place,
just after noon, MeBride and Williamson,
with their revolvers in their hands,
stood guard outside, while Chief Orr,
carrying & Winchester rifle, boldly opened
the door and went inside. He passed
through the second door and had nearly
reached the center of the building, peering
sbout in the gloom, when 3 man partially
raised himself from where he was lying on
top of the ice-box and shot at the officer
with & revolver. Orr was hit in the left
shoulder, the ball passing downwar® sbout
eix inches nnd coming out on the outer sur-
fauce of his left srm. He ran out of the
building quickly, the blood rumning over
bis clothing. “He bit me,” Orr eried out
to kis eompanions, “but it's only & seratch,”

Eeed Refuses to Sarrender.

Just then the little window in the gable
was opened and the face of Reed sppeared.
Orr raised his rifle snd called out, “Come
down aud surrender,” Reed ripped out an
onth and slammed the window shut.

The sbot bad been heard by people living
near, for the icehouse was not far away
trom o namber of bouses, and men came
running trom many directions. They drew
others, snd in & short time there were over
100 peno\n gathered near the icehouse.
Among others Peter Wacker, the owner of
the building, appeared, and when he learned

what had happened be cautiously approsched
the door and pulled it shot Then he
changed his mind and threw it open. Orr
ordered him to close it, and Wacker again
operated on the door. ,

Qrr now began to feel weak from the loss
of blood, and, telling his two sssistants to
watch the place closely, he hurried down
town and had his wound dressed by a doe-
tor,

Armed Men Arrtve From McDonald,

Like wildfire the news spread that Mar-
tin Reed, the murderer, was driven to bay,
and people hurried to the scene from all di-
rectionn. Women and children eame, as
well as men, and many of the sterner sex
came with their revolvers A Panhandle
train earried a number of men to McDonald,
where they called on Captain Nesbit, of the
National Guard, and asked for rifles The
Captain furnished s number, and on the
next eastbound train s large crowd went
from McDonald, many of them armed.

these was Deputy Sheriff Hugh

Coyle, who had for some time been acting ag

s policeman in the oll town.

Meanwhile, for nearly two hours, the lit-
tle, old icehouse in the hollow was sur-
rounded and watehed by hundreds of peo-
ple. There were numerous shouts to Beed
to come out and surrender, but no sound
came from within. No face appeared at
either window, and there was no sign to
indicate that any person was inside the
building.

Hugh Coyle Goes to His Death.

When the crowd srrived from MeDonald
Hugh Coyle st once announced his
intentiou of going in and bringlng Reed ont

dead or alive “Don't go in,"” said
Orr, covered with bloed. “He will kill
yon..l

“By —, I'll go in anyway,” said Coyle.

He walked boldly to the door, threw it
open and walked inside, while the watching
people held their breathe.

A ghot was heard inside. Coyle sprang
out of the door. He was untouched. That
time Reed, lying on the top of the iesbox
and only a few feet above Coyle's head, had
missed his aim.

Csyle showed great bravery, however.
He agsin went to the door, and, standing
just at the side of it and leaning forward,
called out: “We've got you mow. You
might as well come out.”

Coyle Fell to the Ground Dead.

There was & third shot. Coyle spring
backward four or five steps and fell on his
back, dead. The murderer’s bullet had en-
tered his right breast and passed through
the liver and heart. Several men ran for-
ward, lifted Coyle and earried him away to
where there was some grass But he was
beyond help. His revolver was in its
shesth buckled to his beltyand there also
depgnded s pair of handeuffs The body
was taken to an underisker, and later re-
moved to MoDonald

After the shooting of Coyle the erowd
seemed possessed of fury, snd longed for
the life of Beed as a tiger longs for its prey.
Beveral shots were fired at the door and
windows, and the shooting was kept up at
intervals for two hours, butit was alte-
gether unavailing. Itdid not even provoke
one shot from the hunted man

Determined to'Blow Up the Honse,

Plans were casnvassed on all sides to get
st Beed Richard BSingleton, & torpedo
shooter, appesred with 12 quarts of nitro-
glyoerine, and it was st onee decided to try
to blow open one eud of the bouose
It wsa mnot intended to blow up
Beed, but merely to tear an opening
in the walls so that Eeed would be at the
merey of his pursuers. For that resson a
can containing five quarts of glycerine was
placed against the corner of the building
furthest removed from the icebox where the
murderer lsy. The crowd having been
warned, the stuff was exploded with & fuse
and oap and went off with s terrible noise.
A bole was poooped out in the earth, but
only a few of the owter boards were torn
from the wall

Then another effort was made at the sec-
ond corner on the rear end of the building.
A dynamite cartridge was exploded under
the edge of the building, but it did little
damage and falled to open a hole in the
double wall

Set Fire to the Ioshouse,

The throng now grew impatient It was
after 6 o’clock and night would soon come.
People began to shout, *‘Set fire to it!”
“Burn him out§’ Sam Norcross came
running with &  bucketful of il
He piled some of the brokem pieces
of board agsinst the side of the ice-
house, poured the oil over them and over
the westher-boarding, set fire to the oil
with » mateh, and leaped back as the blue
flames heaped up. How the great crowd
cheered and yelledl Now there could be no
mistake. Reed must come out or be burned
alive.

As the fired seized on the building snd
swept up over the sides and roof, the peo-
ple began to move back, as if fearful of
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Grvund Pian of the fce House.

It was buta few minutes
when nearly all the old frame structure was
wrapped in fire, whenoe the smoke rolled
back to the esstwatd and east a eurling,
ghastly shadow over the valley.
Reod Ends His Own Life.

On the slopes of ¥he hills on both sides
stood grim looking men, with rifles and re-
volvers in their hands, waiting to shoot to
death the man whom they expected to see
leap out of the burning house. There was
no need of & single shot from them.

From within the flames came the sound
of o pistol shot. It was quickly followed
by another. Then the flames swept on, and
the walls and roof began to crumble. A few
moments Jater there was a perfect volley of
reports from the rains. They did not sound
like gun shots. They were the explosions
of eartridges which Reed had in store for
his defense.

When one of the walls had fallen in men
rushed up to peer into the interior. They
saw the body of & msn lying against the
opposite wall wrapped in fire. The alarm
was immedistely sounded and half » dogen
men set to work to cbop an opening in the
wall just about where the body lay.

Raised n Question of Identity.
John R. Thomas, who knew Reed inti-
mately and was present at Noblestown dur-
ing the battle with the outlaw, claims that
he saw the face of the fugitive
when he put it out of the win-
dow and yellgd for merey. Thomas clrims
that it was mnot Reed, and backs
his assertion by the faot that he had known

the murderer for years. It was in Peter
Wacker's ice house that Reed was found,
and as Wacker and Reed were at one time
pariners 1n business, and eronies generally,
there are many who believe that Wacker
waa haboring Reed. Joha R. Thomas
and James Shay, both well-known men
of MeDonald, pulled the careass out of the
ruins of the ice honse. Thomas found the
revolver in the ruine It wasa 38 cali-
ber gun, and Thomas sold it to Charles Buch-
heit for a $10 note, a

Chief ot Police Orr, who knew Reed
intimately during his confinement in the
Washington jail, saye that he got & good
view of Reed when ke sppeared st the
window after shooting him, and he will
swear that they bad the right man,

STORY OF THE CHASE.

THE MURDERER'S MOVEMENTS AFTER
HIS ESOAPE,

Relatives In Three Counties Agalat in Hid-
ing Him—How the Officers Tracked Him
Down—Coroper McDowell Freparing
for the Inqueat.

Martin Reed, the condemned murderer,
escaped from the Washington county jail
on May 18. Two other prisoners, who were
in for minor offenses, escaped with him, but
they were soon recaptured Reed eluded
the most thorough searching for him, not
only in Washington eounty, but in Alle-
gheny, Greene and Beaver, and even in

West Virginia Many persons thought he| possi

had escaped to the South or Sonthwest,
and had gone into the wmountain
regions where the  Haifields and
McCoy's love to revel. Itnow appears that
he never left the meighborhood where he
had spent all his life, and that for many
weeks he had been in hiding in varions
places in  Allegheny ecounty, near the
Washington county line Im that region
he had many relatives, most of whom are
small farmers. In addition he seems to
bave possessed numerous friends outaide of
the large eircle of his relationship,

Detective W. B. McBride, stimulated by
the reward of §500 offered by the Washing-
ton County Commissioners, has been search-
ing for Reed ever since his escape, and it
transpires that he was searching in the right
locality. McBride learned the names and
residences of all of Reed's relstives snd
closest friends, and by watching the con-
duct of his nearest kinsman, finally got &
solid clew.

Reed Hid in the Wilderness,

At the village of Murdocksville thres
counties, Allegheny, Beaver and Washing-
ton meet, and near there live several of
Reed’s brothers and brothers-in-law. Isase
Reed lives on a farm on the Beaver dounty
side, Harry and Ray Reed opersate farms in
Allegheny county, and nearby is the place
of Henry McCormick, snother Ekinsman.
Near the farm of Harry Reed and extend-
ing north of Murdocksville is a long tract
of woodland and uncultivated land which

le in that neighborhood designate
“The Wilderness.” Raccoon creek runs
through this region, and it is seldom vis-
ited, except by hunters. Here Martin Reed
hid for several weeks.

Late in June word was conveyed to the
Commissioners of Washington county that
Reed had been seen in that neighborhood,
and that he had visited a farm house on the
edge of the forest and compelled the
farmer's wife, by threats of death, to give
him something to esat. MeBride went to
Clinton, just east of the Wilderness, and
there spent two weeks, picking up all he

ecould and trying to the ex-
act hiding place of the tugi-
tivee. One report picked up was

that Reed bad for some time hid in two
coal mines belonging toe William Wilson
and Andrew Crooks, on the S teubeaville
pike, three miles east of North Star post-
office. Buggy tracks were found going into
the wilderness, where they were not used
to go, and it was supposed that some per-
sons had conve yed provisions to the Mmg
murderer.
Gradually Closed in om Reed.

When it was pretty certainly determined
that Reed was somewhere in that neighbor-
hood, and within the confines of Allegheny
county, the Commissioners of Washin

HIS ANNUAL ATTACK.

John 8 Alles Suddenly Seized With
Frightful Convulsions,

THE RESULT OF HYDROPHOBIA,

Beverely Bitten by a Mad Dog - Fifteen
Years Ago This Month,

EIGHT BIG MEN UNABLE TO HOLD HIM

Every August for the last 15 years John
8 Alles has been seized with a violent at-
tack of hydrophobia.

Who Dies Without a Chance to Re-
cover His Secrated Million.

A Trunk That Contained the Key to Ume
lock s Golden Mystery.

EFFECT OF BISHOP PHELAN'S QUERIES

Over 1,000,000 franes buried near Pitte
burg by a Spanish refugee, the man who
buried the treasure seized on his return to
Spaio and cast into prison for life, the plan
of the pisee of burial hidden in a seoret
drawer in & trunk, the trank in the posses
sion of the authorities at Valencia, a fow
thousand francs required to redesm the
trunk, and one-quarter of the buried fortune
offered to s Pittsburg man if he will ade
vance the small sum needed to get the
trunk. This was the glittering prize offered
to Mr. John D, Bailey,one of the best known
business men of this city, and the letters sent
to him from Spain were attestsd by ofiicial
signatures and seals enough to convinee the
most sceptical The story told by the ecor-
respondence given below is an interssting
one. It has about it something of the
Monte Cristo flavor. It desls with the
lovea of King Alfonso, his banished mis-
tress, his jewels sent to her and his boun-
teous reward on his deathbed to a faithful
servitor. The story ends with a short snd
pointed letter from the Cardinal Areh-
bishop of Spain to Bishop Phelan.

Mr. Bailey told the story a few weeks
ago to a friend in thiscity. This friend
recently visited New York and went to the
theater. As he sat thers waiting for the
curtain to rise he overheard a conversation
kehind him. A lsdy was telling her male
escort of a friend in Colorado who had re-
ceived & wonderful offer from & prisoner in
Spain, who had buried agreat fortune ia
this country. Many details of the follow-
ing strange story were repeaied by the
lady, who concluded with the statement
that her Colorado friend had seat $5,000 to
Spain. The gentleman in the front sest
felt like turning around and saying, “I
have heard that story before,” but be kept
his peace.

Wall From a Spanish Frison.

The story is told by the letters. All the
letters from the conspirators are in Freach,
and were translated in this city. The re-
plies by Mr. Bailey were written in Eo-
glinh, transiated by a friend into French,
and thenee transmitted to Spain. The fol-
lowing was the first letter received:
